or ,J?jave any more kind regard for an 


^Unfortunate than the people of 
Ne- 


vada. 


"Some may think I hold an ill will 


against my captors, but I do not, for 
you must give an enemy credit when 
he plays on an unguarded moment. 
It was my fault for allowing that bar- 
ber to make me think that Constable 
Wilson was not known to him. 
As 


It was, it came off best- for the offi- 
cers, too. 


"Since I have been confined in the 


Washoe county Jail I have been treat- 
ed as well as could be expected by the 
sheriff and his deputies. 
They have 


all acted as gentlemen with me. Cer- 
tainly I did not like to get caught af- 
ter 'getting through the lines of the 
California officers. 
But it looks as if 


fate w'aa against me, so I came 
to 


Reno, so It'seems, to get caught;". TT 
have played my cards to the best.of 
rny ability and I don't regret any- 
thing I have done. 


"By a mere accident I was captured 


and accidents .will happen-;to the.best 
of us. I know my chances are very 
slim in the future, but even so, I would 
rather have it ended at once than to 
drag along for the lest of my natural 
life and die ir prison at last, after 
I had spent *nany years of my life in 
a hell •"«_ earth, for I have no friends or 
relatives in the west, so what could I 
expect in a legitimate way? 
When 


there are men who have friends to 
help them, still they can't get out. 
And they have been there from 21 up 
to 24 years. 


"Do you think a man can do ^any 


good for himself after spending that 
length of time in prison? From what 
I have seen I don't think he could. 
So from your point of view it would 
only be an 
ill spent life, but 
the 


chances are he is only a subject for 
scalp money from the prosecution and 
then, -he is a convict and his future 
chances in life to be a man among men 
are all crushed. 'He/Is- put in prison 
and his life Is a burden1 to him, for 
his path is made very hard by some 
of his keepers. 


"Naturally if ''that man had any re- 


spect for himself or any sense of hon- 
or, he would take any kind of means, 
to either .gain liberty he has been de-. 
nied, or he will dp something that .he 
will have to pay the death'penalty for, 
so you can see that Jobbery and long 
sentences are good things to starj. the 
band to playing for .a spirited mail and 
then he is a murderer and an outlaw, 
then blood money is offered. Then to 
get this money a' great .-many shouldes, 
their rine's'"anci"go'lookmgTf or the^poor 
devil, who. is^rying.-.to gain.:'his,liberty... 


"I don't want you to think I do not 


respect law and order, for I do where 


it is conducted.Justly and honestly, but 
when you have been made a. subject 
for the prosecution to get scalp money 
.and the judge to .make a reputation as 
being a great man,.it would make you 
feel pretty sore, would it not? It did 
me anyway and when I saw an oppor- 
tunity to make my escape I took it 
and not knowing the country, I did 
the best I could, but the end has been 
anything, but what I expected, 


"I don't see how it was I ever got 


as far away as I did,, for since I 
have been here at Reno in confinement 
Messrs. Ferrel and Craig came in to 
let me know that- they were on my 
trail, one with dogs and the other as 
good as a dog, himself. So how could 
I expect to get away when -men with 
such talent as Messrs, Ferrel 
and 


Craig have, were on my trail? . Why, 
from what they say it was a miracle 
that I ever got out of California, for 
they were at -my heels all the time. 
The only thing that I don't understand 
is, how was it ..that they did "not make 
a play to get the reward that they 
were after? But it-is all O. K. They 
got the name of being great man hunt- 
ers even if 
the others did get 
the 


game. If they are contented with their 
part I am. 
But I would have liked 


to^,Jiave .given Mr. Craig an opportu- 
nity to avenge the wrong he claims 
that I did his brother in the Philip- 
pines, but the truth of the matter is, 
I doh't think he, Craig, or Mr. Perrel, 
wanted to avenge their brothers as bad 
as they let.on to the public. I looked 
for them three, or four different times, 
but I failed to"see them at all. I only 
heard that they had been along,"let- 
•tlntf people know why they were tak- 
ing so much interest in .rny capture, 
anvway the thoughts of . them being 
after me did not keep me from en- 
joying my liberty, for,,; the short _ time

Important Session in Governor's 


Office 
in Carson Yesterday. 


Hon. 
H. F. Bartine Appointed 


State" Examiner by the Board 


. The State Board of Revenue, com- 
posed of the governor, controller and 
'attorney-general, held # an important 
meeting in the governor's office 
at 


Carson yesterday afternoon. 


-After some discussion on. "the prac- 


tical effect of the "Tax 
Reduction" 


law In various counties, it -was deem- 
ed advisable to appoint a state exam- 
iner as provided, so that such officer 
could at once begin his work. 
The 


fact that the law in some particulars 
might not be thoroughly understood or 
a wrong construction given some of 
its sections it was considered expedi- 
ent to appoint an attorney, who could 
visit the county seats, meet with the 
boards of equalization and explain its 
various 
provisions, also 
suggest 
a 


proper report or statement to be filed 
with the state controller and inaugu- 
rate a uniform system of books and 
comparative statements ffer each coun- 
ty. 
Hon. H. F. Bartine, upon 'the 


recommendation ' of Attorney-General 
Sw'eeney, was appointed as state ex- 
aminer, and will begin his duties im- 
mediately. Mr. Bartine is thoroughly 
conversant with the law and believes 
that much good will result from it 
wh,en its practical workings are fully 
•nitflesj'.stOTDd by the cifunty revenue pffi- 
-,cers.-. • -

-----The good, effect of the law has al- 
ready shown itsef 1, by nearly" all of the 
counties lowering the tax -levy five or 
more cents and none increasing 
the 


levy over that of last year, although 
the requirement of -a gradual reduc- 
tion in the rate is not positive until 
next year. The1 assessed valuation has 
been raised, to some extent, in a num- 
ber of counties and the rate lowered 
demonstrating the practical working 
of the act. 
It is perhaps true that 


in one or two Instances some 
slight 


hardship may be met with by strictly 
following 'its 'provisions, but Mr. Bar- 
tin will-look up'any such difficulties 
and as far as possible advise a proper 
remedy or solution to'the .situation. 


Mr. Bartine is a -close student of 


finance and revenue and perfectly ca- 
pable of solving .not only the legal 
phase but the practical side of 
the 


problem of tax reduction and no more 
efficient man couldvhaye been selected 
by the board.

During the 
meeting, Mr. Bartine 


discussed the law with the board and 
a plan of action was laid out. 


Mr. Newlands being In attendance 


on a meeting of the Board of Irrigation 
wag: invited to appear and give his 
views concerning 
the tax" reduction 


laws passed by "the" last legislature. 


The senator discussed the law by sec- 
tions and gave many points of in- 
formation'as well as valuable sugges- 
tions. He believes that after the offi- 
cers and taxpayers have a thorough 
understanding of the laws, there will 
be no trouble or complications in car- 
rying out their provisions. Mr. New- 
lands said: 
"There 
may be 
some 


slig'ht imperfections in these, as well 
as in other laws, but they can be cor- 
rected at the next session of the state 
legislature." 
In all matters of re- 


form a beginning must be made and 
as suggested above several matters 
already have demonstrated the benefit 
of the tax reduction laws and they 
can be amended, if wrong in some par- 
ticulars, so as to be almost perfect 
in the. general provisions.

Cheney building on Virginia street 
Thej first thing that attracted The Jour 
nal representative's attention yester 
day when he visited the establishmen 
was the large plate glass and bronzi 
front. 


The main entrance has a handsome 


tiled flooring with a mammoth show 
window on each side. 
The windows 


like the balance of 'the building, are 
finished in natural, wood with pane 
effect of green burlap. 


On entering the store the first thing 


that strikes the eye is the northeast- 
cm corner, called the. Indian corner 
containing baskets, bead work and al 
Unds of Indian novelties. 


The corner opposite will be exclu- 


sively used for art goods, fancy work 
leather novelties, etc., and will 
be 


known as the art corner. 


The north side of the room is de- 


voted entirely to stationery and books 
of air kinds, a specialty being made 
of school and office supplies. 


In the rear of the store will be the 


children's paradise. 
It will be filled 


with dolls, playthings and other things 
dear to the hearts of the little folks. 


Ladies and children's furnishings are 


given space on the south side of the 
.room. 
There will be a row of tables 


the full length of the.room for display- 
ing late novelties as fast as they ar- 
rive. 


The room is all finished In natural 


wood and is well lighted by three lar/ge 
glass windows in the back and a full 
front of prism glass above the show 
•windows, 


The shelving is finished like 
the 


balance of the building and runs to a 
height of seven feet. The shelving is 
all movable. The basement runs the 
full length of the building and Is light- 
ed by light wells in the front and win- 
dows in the back. It Is now full of 
unboxed goods and will be used as a 
salesroom during the holidays. 


Separate toilets and lavatories are in 


the rear of the main store for the use 
of employers and customers. 
Three 


rows of picture moulding run the en- 
tire length of the building for showing 
pictures and other fancy work. 


The ceiling of the main room is 


studded with a myriad of Incandescent 
lights, connected up withfseveral sep- 
arate switches so that all or any por- 
tion of them may be used. 


The general appearance of the build- 


. ing and store impresses one as being 
modern and up-to-date.

LABOR'S SPLENDID ADVANCE

N his flne address on Labor Day Attorney Geneial 


Sweeney paid a just tribute to the work of the last 


legislature on the subject (of labor. 
Among- other things 


he said: 
"That in her (Nevada) last legislature assem- 


bled, the legislature passed more laws In recognition of 
labor's rights than In the history of all her legislatures 
combined." 


Mr. Sweeney mentioned the irrigation act intended to 


aid the national government In the work of reclaiming our 
arid lands, and without which the national law would have 
stood a dead letter on the statute books. This national 
Ja.w makes eight hours a day's work in carrying out Its 
provisions and absolutely excludes Mongolians from em- 
ployment in the work, fti connection with this legislation 
the speaker paid a well-deserved tribute to Senator New- 
lands. 


Ine Attorney General also mentioned the law making 


elgh-hours a day's labor on all state public works, the 
eight hour law with reference to employment in under- 
ground mines, in smelters and reduction works; the law 
prohibiting employers from entering into agreements with 
their employees or those about to become such that the 
latter shall not become or continue members of labor or- 
ganizations; the constitutional amendment providing for 
the initiative and rereienclum, and, -what he calls the 
"crowning glory of all," the creation of "Labor Day." 


This certainly is a goodly list to be placed to the cred- 


it of a single legislature, and Labor has good reason to 
plume Itseif on the progress it ha«; made In our State. 
These measures are ail on light lines, conservative m 
character, and still, well calculated to elevate and dignify 
those who live by the sweat of their bi ow<3, and whose 
lionest toil, applied to the earth's natutal resources, is 
the producer of all wealth 


The value of capital a& an element in the woild's pro- 


ductive economy should not be igiioted or the just lights 
of the capitalist invaclfd 
But it should never be forgotten 


tha£ labor comes first, that without it there could be no 
•capital and that in the absence of laboi the richest capital- 
ist on eai th would staive as soon as the accumulated food 
i 
supply was exhausted 


Nor should H be forgotten that the \\oiking classes 


^tand most in need of protective legislation. Capital is 
V>etter able to take care of itself, because wealth is always 
power, even in a frisj republic. Moreover, the struggle of 
labor Is not for great wealth, but merely for shorter hours 
<o£ toil, and such wage scales as will insure a fair degree 
of comfort in a plain and humble way; while on the oth- 
er hand aggregated capital is constantly reaching out 
for more millions and more billions. Hence, In this coun- 
try and everywhere the strongest efforts should be made 
to Improve the condition of the working classes, but al- 
ways with due regard for the rights of capita!. 


The labor unions of Nevada are to be congratulated 


upon the splendid advances made on behalf of labor in this 
State, which it must be recognized is largely owing to the 
close sympathy which has generally existed here between 
the principal employers of labor and those 
employed. 


Congratulations should also be extended on the magni- 
ficent success of the first celebration of the Day dedicated 
to labor and labor's cause; and, coupled -with these con- 
gratulations should be expressed the hope that the contin- 
ued efforts of these organizations may be conducted upon 
a high plane of intelligence, fairness and moderation to the 
end that they may always command the approval of the 
feetter classes of our people in every -walk of life. 


JUSTICE BREWER of the supreme couit, 
recom- 


mends as one means of stopping the lynching evil, that a 
snore speedy execution of justice be secured by taking away 
Une right of appeal in criminal cases. It may be clear to a 
Sawyer how that can be done without an injustice. If it 
can be It would be a desirable move. Under present meth- 
ods in some States a man may secure a delay of two or 
three years by properly managed appeals and^ petitions 
£or new trials. These privileges are granted to secure 
perfect justice to the accused. , They should not be allowed 
fro oe used for purposes of delay. 


THERE is surely something wrong with financial op- 


erations and methods when such a slump as that of last 
•week occurs in Wall street at a time when the country 
5« prosperous. There is nothing to cause a shrinkage of 
real values or in any way to shake confidence in the con- 
-tlnued prosperity of the country. Crops are too good and 
capital and labor too well employed to' warrant any ap- 
E»r«henslo nof immediate trouble. Tet the week In Wall 
street has been panicky and values have shrunk to a tre- 
mendous extent.
